BERLIN, Saturday, Aug. 17.—The 
Graf Zeppelin had reached a point 
about 300 miles. northwest of Tomsk. 
in the heart of Siberia, .on its 6,600- 
mile flight to Tokio, ‘at 11 P. M.,, 
Berlin time (6-P. M. yesterday, EHast- 
¢rn Daylight Time), according to re- 
Ports received here at midnight. 

‘More than half way to its goal in 
less than: schedule. time, the. great 
dirigible was then reported at Long. 
80 degrees E., Lat. 60 degrees N 
This is more than 3,000 miles from 
Friedrichshafen and nearly half way 
to Tékio.. Although Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, the commander, had called 
this trip the most perilous the Zep- 
pelin has underta ken so far, and cal- 
culated that 120 hours would be re 
— to reach Tokia, only forty-two 
hours had elapsed: "<''> ¢ 

An hour earlier Dr. — he 
parently reached the most efly 
point of the trip, at;the junction of 
the Rivers Osi atid frtish, and from 
that point headed straight for Tokio, 
via Lake Baikal, Manchurie and 
Viadivostok. 

If the airship is continuing at the 
rate of cighty miles an hour indi- 
cated by its latest progress it should 
Have reached the Jenissel River iA 
the early morning hou-s, ,consider- 
ably more than -half the distance to 
Tokio, within forty-eight hours. 

The. Weather Bureau at Irkutsk 
and Turuchansk.. were ‘sending re 
ports last night-to the Graf Zeppelin, 
which ‘acknowledged reteiving ‘them 
regularly, and will: continue ‘sending 
them today until the dirigible is. in 
touch with the station’ at « Viadi- 
vostok.

Urals Crossed at Sunset. 

The Graf Zeppelin crossed the Ural 
Mountains at an altitude of 2,000 feet 
and was. sailing smoothly over. the 
mining district near Kizel at sunset. 
The airship, which encountered fayor- 
ble winds, flew at a speed of eighty 
miles an hour,: although only ‘three 
motors wefe running, the ———— 
two being spared.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Respond-’ 


ing to.strong. protests , from con- 
sumers against the tariff rates ‘im- 
posed by the House on raw Sugar, 
the Republicans of the Senate | C! 
Finance’ Committee this afternoon 
fixed the duty on the world, market 
product at $2.75 per 100 pounds, ‘and 
on Cuban sugar at $2.20. The House 
had made these tariffs respectively 
$3. and $2.40; the present ‘rates are 
$2.20 ‘and’ $1.76.- The Senate’s de- 
cision, om: refined. sugar .was not re- 
vealed. 

Although a bitter fight bad been 
expected over the sugar schedule, 
the solution, -was comparatively 
simple. At the outset; a motion by 
Senator Shortridge to stand by the 
House rates received only his yote 
and: that of Senator Bingham.

ZEPPELIN FLYING OVER 
FORESTS AND MARSHES 


Tomsk Region, North of the 
Trans-siberian Railway, Is 
Fraitful Area. 





Tomsk, near which the Graf 





Zeppelin was last reported, is the 


‘capital of the government of that 
name in Western Siberia. It is on 


the Siberian Railway at Taiga by a 
branch line fifty-four miles long. The 
city of Tomsk has a populat on of 
about 63,533.. It is one of the chief 
Siberian cities and is situated on the 
great Siberian road from Tumen to 
Irkutsk. 

The northern part of the govern- 
ment of Tomsk is covered with 
dense forests. South of this is the 
Baraba Steppe, fruitful. but marsh 
and full of lakes. Still further sou 
are the productive valleys of the 
Altai, where agriculture and grazing 
are carried on in unusually -favor- 
able conditions for Siberia. Horse- 
breeding, corn and — —— 
are the principal pursuits of the pop- 
ulation, which is about 90 per. cent 
Slav. But Tartars and other Mon- 
gol tribes dwell within the limits of 
Tomsk. 

Earlier in the day the Zeppelin 
flew: over the Ural Mountains, a col- 
lection of ranges situated mainly: on 
the border between Europe and Asia 
and in Russian territory. They af- 
| ford some of the most picturesque 
scenery in the world, although: they 
have not the lofty grandeur of the 
Alps and Rockies. The - Middle 
Urals, over which the Zeppelin 
crossed, are the best known. They 
contain the richest iron, copper and 
gold mines. 

South of Kachkanar the Urals as- 
gume the sppearance of broad swell- 
ings 1,000 to 2,000 feet high, deeply 
trenched by ravines. These low and 
ravine ‘broken plateaus, the higher 
part of which can be reached from 
Russia on a very gentle gradient, 
have been utilized for centuries as 
the chief highway to Siberia. It is 
this line that the Zeppelin has taken.

Radio blind spots or dead areas, 
where: waves do not ‘seem to pene- 
trate, are encountered over the ocean 
as well as over land. Therefore the 
tests are being conducted in the in- 
terest of national defense as well as 
to further scientific knowledge. 

Some dead areas have been traced 
to the peculiarities of land config- 
uration, according to engineers, but 
others have not been so easily ex- 
plained and many scientists are said 
to believe that the ‘“‘heaviside lay- 
er,’”’ the earth’s theoretical ‘radio 
roof, ” is responsible.. They expect 
that a much better understanding of 
one of radio’s most mysterious ef- 
fects will result from the tests.

trampled by his mount before he 
could get one leg free from the stir- 
rup. The bones of his leg behind and 
below the. knee were splintered, with 
the prospect that the knee may 
stiffen when it mends, thus prevent- 
ing riding. 


The track physician was.quick. to 


reach the scene of the accident and 
found the injury so,.serious that he 
rushed Pascuma to, the Saratoga 
Hospital in the course, ambulance. 

The accident was, the most serious 
of the meeting. which has seen sev- 
eral spills in large fields, due *‘o 
crowding. There were.twenty-two 2- 
year-olds in the first race today, and 
Pascuma was wp on Dark Goddess. 
The big field, after a lot of, backing 
and filling, got away. well enough, 
but as the outsiders began to close 
toward the rail approaching the far 
turn, Pascuma’s horse was bumped 
and the rider knocked sideways. in 
the saddle in such a. way that his 
left lez was. thrown over to the right 
side of his mount. 


Pascuma Hit. Twice. 


Dark Goddess was about ten feet 
off the rail and Jockey Hale, up on 
Spencerian, was outside of him. Hale 
said that Pascuma was carried a 
stride or two with both legs on one 


side. He tried to regain his seat and 
had all but succeeded when he was 
hit again and went down. Hale saw 
him fall and attempted to reach 
down to disengage the tangled foot, 
but was unable to do so, as Dark 
Goddess shied off, and then Hale 
was out of reach. 

Pascuma was knocked out by the 
spill, but after a quick examination 
it was séen that the injuries to his 
head and chest were lar ai 4 bruises 
and superficial hurts. e serious 
injury was to the leg, which was 
operated on as soon after reaching 
the hospital as possible. It will be 
some time before a. final judgment 
of the break can be made.

The ordinary requirements for 
this performance would be a right-hand hitter up, a 
man on second or first base, a discarded bat thrown 
into the path from third.base to the plate, and a hit 
that ‘would call for a close play at the plate. 

How often would that combination be found?. With 
a runner starting from third base, no outsider would 
have time to get up and pull a bat out of the way. 
And with a runner starting from second or first, a 
catcher would have time .to toss the bat out of the 
way for:his own protection as well as that of the base 
runner. 

The taking of evidence in this mystery will continue.

$65, 000,000—Few Pupils In 
the Sunday Schools.

PHILAD: * Aug. 16.—Adding 
41,629 members during the denom- 
inational year which ended April 1, 
the Presbyterian .Church, in , the 
United States of America has 
passed the 2,000,000. membership 
mark for the first time in its 141 
years of existence, according to the 
official census. given..out here today 
by Dr. Lewis 8. Mudge, stated clerk 


of the. General Assembly. The e | 


year’s net increase is the largest in 
four years and it brought the total 
number. of. communicant members 
to 2,004,467. 

The increase in communicant mem- 
bership was accompanied by a gain 
of more. than $500,000 in total con- 
tributing to church work, but, on 


the other hard; ‘by: a decrease of | Jr. 


$408,690 in contributions for benev- 
olences, and a decrease of 18,700 pu- 
pils in the Sunday school enrolment. 
The number of churches likewise 
has shown a decline, This was at- 
tributed to the generally recognized 
and widespread effort to dissolve 
churches haying only a nominal ex- 
“ istence and combine those serving 
the same ‘constituency. 
The total number of churches now 
in the denomination is given as 9,361, 
a decrease of seventy-one for the 
year. Forty-six new churches were 
organized during the same period in 
which 121 old ones were dissolved. 
The total number of ministers is 
9,966, which is forty-seven fewer 
' than a year ago. 
$65,113,110 in Contributions. 


The total Sunday school enrolment 
at the end of the year was 1,593,313, 
which, Dr. Mudge pointed out, was 
almost 1,000 less than the member- 
ship of five years ago. The previous 
year had shown’a gain of 17,000 pu- 
pils. 

Dr. Mudge ‘attributed some of the 

last year’s loss to the fact that rec- 
ords are kept with increasingly 
greater care, so that the decline was 
probably more apparent than real.

The structure was rebuilt; but was 
razed again by flames the first of 
this year while Dr. Norris was visit- 
ing in Austin. After the embers had 
cooled, city investigators said they 
found. several cans believed to have 
contained gasoline. The origin of the 
fire, however, never was decided. 

The educational building was dam- 
aged by the January blaze. 

The church’s pastor repeatedly has 
charged that threats have been made 
against his life and the property of 
his church’ as a result of vigorous 
campaigns he has conducted against 
so-called vice and criminal elements 
in Texas. 

Dr. Norris was before the public 
eye two years ago after he shot and 
killed. D. E. Chipps, a wealthy Fort 
Worth lumber man, in his study at 
the church building. His trial was

JERUSALEM, Aug. 16.—While the 
world of Jewry is rejoicing over the 
newly established Jewish Agency, 
which is intended to build up the 
Jewish national home in Palestine, 
the rights of the Jews in the Holy 
Land are coming into greater con- 
flict with those of the Mohamme- 
dans. There have been recently 
many incidents of interference with 
the rights of the Jews at the Wailing 


protests and demands for protection 
of these rights and for maintenance 
of the status quo seem to have been 
ineffectual. 

Matters came to a climax today 
just after the Tishah Be-Av, the 
Jewish fast day commemorating the 
destruction of the Temple, of which 
only the west wall remains, when a 
mob of thousands of Arabs invaded 
the area, shouting and carrying ban- 
ners. They attacked and seriously 
injured the beadle in’ charge of the 
prayers, destroyed sacred objects and 
burned prayer and psalm books. 

Warned of the Moslem demonstra- 
tion, the government had ordered 
blocked all streets leading to the 
Wailing Wall, preventing Jews from 
going there to pray, but the mob of 
Arab invaders entered the Wailing 
Wall lane through a new gate just 
built leading from the Mosque Omar. 
The Jews had vainly protested 
against this gate, contending that it 
infringed the centuries-old status 
quo. 

’ The. public is highly incensed by to- 
day’s occurrence, considering it -un- 
fortunate that Jewish rights should 

e so little protected under such a 
great mandatory power as Britain, 


in which the Jews had placed great 
hope and confidence. 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 16. (%.—Trou- 
ble between Moslems and Jews over 
the western wall of the temple, com- 
monly known as the Wailing Wall, 
broke out again today with an in- 
vasion by Moslem masses of. the 
lane along the wall. 
The Moslems gathered’ in the 
Mosque Omar and broke through 
both the new gate and. the. old en- 
trance. They were stated to have 
committed depredations, § including 
robbing the altar and severely beat- 
ing one of two Jews found there. 
The. Moslems, . numberi thous- 
ands, pressed their way through this 
and another entratice as they were 
leaving the mosque after’ gathering

TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 16 ®.— 
Completion of the Singapore naval 
base is essential to the security of 
the communications of the British 
Empire, Winston. Churchill, former 
British Chancellor. of the Exchequer, 
declared :in am address here, today.

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REPARATIONS AND NAVIES. 


The impasse at The Hague does 
net appear to. have. checked the 
naval negotiations between England 
end the United States. Yet it could 
not fail temporarily ‘to cloud them. 
A stiff and violent temper shown at 
The Hague is bound. to change-a 
little the mental atmosphere at 
Washington and. in. London. While 
Prime Minister MACDONALD is open- 
ly backing his Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the matter of British de- 
mands for a larger share of German 
reparations, it. is known.that a. re- 
duction of naval strength all‘around 
still holds first place in his heart. 
This is said to have prompted him, as 
he saw the danger of inflaming ‘inter- 
national opinion, to urge Mr. SNOW- 
DEN at The Hague to'seek a way out 
by any honorable..compromise.: This 
has apparently not yet been found, 
though the French.and Belgians and 
Italians have offered something. 

There might be worked out a Ut · 
tle financial formula to show ‘the 
comparative’ importante, of - larger: 
reparations payments for. England 
and reduced naval ‘expenditures. 
The most that Mr. SNOWDEN seems 
to have claimed is an - addition- 
al payment to England of about 
$12,000,000 a year. It is reported 
that he has been offered up. to 
about $7,000,000, Should ‘that be 
the case, it would result that, the 
British Exchequer is ‘standing out 
for no greater a sum than $5,000,- 
000 a year. But a saving in ‘naval 
expenditures, amounting yearly, to 
many times $5,000,000, . could . be 
made if there were an international 
agreement to limit naval armaments 
as they stand, and to bring them 
still lower by undertaking ‘not to re- 
place obsolete ships. “ Thus if the 
question were to be argued purely 
on & money basis, it would seem to 
he certain that if England imperils 
the naval treaties by being too exi- 
gent about reparations. she stands. 
to lose more than she can. possibly 
gain. 

- The case rests, of course, on much 
higher grounds. The reparations set- 
tlement and the naval agreement 
are, to be sure, linked together, and 
Perhaps ‘one cannot succeed without 
the other, but both of them are look- 
ing to énds andjaims’more worth 
while than the saving of dollars and 
pounds.

alone or by the Powers in concert, W 
is made all the more difficult by the 
refusal of the. Chinese to accept the 
suggestion that they restore the 
status quo ante. Obviously the inter- 
national control. of the railroad is of 
little advantage to. anyone except 
the Russians and. Chinese, who are 
apparently opposed to such a pro- 
gram. Least of all does it concern 
the United States, which twice be- 
fore attempted to bring about the 
internationalization of. railroads in 
Manchuria. The first proposal, by 
Secretary KNox,. resulted in bitter- 
ness and suspicion on the part of 
the Japanese. The: second, which 
culminated'‘in the control of the 
Chinese Eastern. during the war 
years by an international group 
under an American chairman, served 
its immediate purpose but likewise 
imperiled America’s relations with 
Japan. 
It is possible—and much to be 
desired—-that China, even when 
faced by actual invasion, will con- 
sent to arbitration. Her seizure of 
the railroad was indefensible: While 
two wrongs do not make a right, 
the second wrong—at the hands of 
Russia—should not be permitted to 
mislead the world into exonerating 
the Chinese. The pity of it all is 
that when the war clouds have 
blown over the situation in Manchu- 
ria will perforce be much as it was 
before. China will have earned ill- 
will and Russia will have fought— 
both in vain. War in Manchuria 
would be inexcusable. 


A USEFUL DECISION. 


While the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Port Authority 
approached the railroad freight 
trucking problem on Manhattan Is- 
land from different directions, the 
practical effect of the commis- 
sion’s decision would seem to make 
certain the establishment of inland 
freight stations. This was the solu- 
tion offered by the Port Authority, 
both to relieve the expense and con- 
gestion of the pier-stations, and to 
offset any discrimination as to net 
rates: in favor of.

‘The Superintendent 
of the New York Anti-Saloon League 
resigns after five-years; of; seryice. 
He was imported from Massachu- 
setts... He: came. just -as ‘a. podesta 
used to come. in» the Middle Ages 
from one,Italian city to rule another 
in: whose factions and’ vendettas he 
had no part. He succeeded One of 
the most eminent and unfortunate 
of Superintendents. He began -his 
labors when the sources of the 
League’s campaign fund in this State 
were drying up. 

He wasn’t, received or. treated with 
brotherly love. Some of the churches, 
the chief remaining “ angels” of the 
League, were already estranged. 
More of them “signed off.” The 
stranger from the Bay State was at- 
tacked for his methods and his poli- 
tics. So it.is said, but. we can’t be- 
lieve it. ‘The League never inter- 
feres with. politics; and its methods, 
solely moral,: must always reflect the 
highest standards of morality. We 
are even told that a Bishop resigned 
the presidency of the New York 
State League on the singular ground 
that his religious duties gave him no 
time for those of that post.

Beginning their study from the 
ground up, scientists found that most 
smokers discard a cigarette when it 
is 1% inches long, ‘Two-thirds of the 
cigarette stubs surveyed were ‘be- 
tween 1 inch and 1% inches long. A 
thousand ignition tests were made 
with the fatal last inch in an at- 
tempt to make-it non-incendiary.

Seeks to Trace Deals That Pre- 
ceded Purchase of Property 
by Supervisors.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Aug. 16.— 
‘‘We haven't scratched the surface 
yet,” said Radcliffe Swinnerton, as- 
sistant to Samuel Untermyer in the 
State investigation of Westchester 
County’s nine-hundred-and-forty-sev- 
en-thousand-dollar purchase or real 
estate, after privately questioning 
witnesses. today in preparation for 
Monday’s open hearing. 

“f cannot reveal what future evi- 
dence will prove,” he added. 

At the same time Mr, Untermyer 
declared that there was no founda- 
tion for reports that a grand jury 
would be called in the immediate fu- 
ture. County. Attorney William’ A. 
Davidson began preparing a brief on 
his contention that the Supervisors 
were within their rights in purchas- 
ing land for buildings even though 
the: buildings themselves had not 
been completely planned or appro 
priated for, Mr. Untermyer inti- 
mated at yesterday’s hearing that 
the purchase was for this reason 
illegal and that the purchase of the 
court house site had been in the in- 
terests of speculation rather than 
necessity. 

“The law says the board can dis- 
burse funds for such a purpose only 
when it is clearly shown to be nec- 
essary,’ said Mr. Untermyer. 

The recommendation. of the Com- 
mittee on Budget and Appropriations 
to the board did not state that the 
land was. purchased for a present 
need, -it was disclosed today. The 
recommendation said, in part: 

“Your Committee on Budget and 
Appropriations ‘have taken into con- 
sideration the question of. acquiring 
additional property near the court 
house for the ultimate needs of the 
county and for the purpose of erect- 
ing the necessary buil ngs for coun- 
ty offices thereon.” 

Although it is clearly stated else- 
where in the act that the property 
was to be used for county building 
purposes, it is nowhere declared 
what the definite need for the build-

No ‘‘super-bureau”’ at Washington 
can. be more than a makeshift if it 
causes'the field offices, and the States 
2nd Jocal communities; to dodge ré- 
svensibility, It, is local opinion and 
vigilance that ,will bring about: offec- 
tivéness. in prohibition enforesment 
and every other kind of law. enforcr 
ment throughout the country. 

The Case of New York State.

A City y Financing There 
Although eons in near- 
ly every. State. in. the, Union are 
‘awaiting an improvement in. the 
.municipal bond market to engage 
in borrowing, some of it quite 
extensive, there has been an al- 
most complete cessation in new 
financing planned in Florida. The 
credit of Florida municipalities 
has been affected adversely by 
several defaults, prominent among 
which were those by the’ city of 
Lake ‘Worth, so that even the 
larger centres in that State have 
not been encouraged to come into 
the market. 

Holders of bonds of Lake Worth 
have formed a protective commit- 
tee to fight repudiation of the debt 
in the Federal courts, and. it has 
been announced that the commit- 
tee has moved forward the date 
for deposits of bonds to Sept. 23.

MSEXICO. CITY, Aug. 16.—Henry 
Ford is considering reducing his ac- 
tivities within this republic and has 
issued instructions that the proposed 
extension of his assembling plant lo- 
cated on the outskirts of the city be 
not begun until he has completed his 
study of President Emilio Portes 
Gil’s project for the federalization of 

Axiean labor legislation. 

* Notice to this effect was published 
‘here today. in the form of telegrams 

“from across the border. No state- 
ment from Ford officials here is 
available, but the matter is providing 
substantial material for reflection, 
for general’ industrial conditions, 
pending uncertainty as to in what 
form, Sefior Portes Gil’s proposals 
will reach the statute book, are suf- 
ficiently depressed without further 
notices such as that: cited. 

The telegrams published this morn- 
ing indicate that Mr. Ford will not 
do anything but mark time in Mexico 
until the Mexican Deputies have dis- 
cussed and legislated on the provi- 
sional President’s ideas as contained 
in his project of thousands of words. 


Many Ford Cars in Capital. 


Mexico City is full of Ford cars, 
both passenger vehicles and trucks, 
and Mr. Ford’s original. decision to 
increase his assembling facilities here 
Was received as an indication of a 
possible heavy development in the 


industry and as an aid in helping to 
coer Mexico's —— prob- 
em. 

Whether Mr. Ford’s intentions are 
correctly quoted or not, reports on 
them emphasize the fact that Presi- 
dent Portes Gil’s project is daily oc- 
cupying the attention of: capitalists 
to an increasing degree, Each day 
employers’ groups are publishing 
their objections to the proposal and 
this morning the president of the 
Mining Chamber of Commerce is 
quoted in the local ‘press as painting 
a sorrowful picture for mining intér- 
ests unless considerable modifications 
are made prior to the project’s be- 
coming law. 

Meanwhile the Deputies are mak- 
ing slow, almost inappreciable prug- 
ress in their work and some sources 
consulted by your correspondent do 
not think it probable that the new 
law will be enacted before President 
Portes Gil ends his provisional term 
in the executive office, 


Friction Is Feared, 


No doubt is felt here that a new 
labor law applicable to the entire re- 
public will finally be enacted, but th: 


problem is to what extent the. views 
of capital and Jabor can be reconciled 
in order that the new measure will 
not result in interminable. friction 
with a possible retrenchment of capi- 
tal investment within the country 
and an increase in labor discontent. 

That is the problem and in weigh- 
ing its possibilities it may be con- 
gidered from several viewpoints. 
First, according to reliable figures, 
ere are now about 300, men 
without work in Mexico and a pos- 
sible increase in that number would 
de of paramount importance from the 
viewpoint of Mexico’s economic sta- 
bility. 

Next, and of equal importance, 
Mexico is struggling under an honest 
administration to regain her finan- 
cial and internal equilibrium after 
many years of chaos. She is now 
working, 2s Finance Minister Luis 
Montes de Oca contends on a 
balanced budget. 


New Debt Agreement Sought. 


President Portes Gil announced 
publicly a few weeks ago that con- 
versations with the international 


committee of bankers. on Mexico 
looking to a new agreement for the 
payment of foreign indebtedness will 
soon be renewed. He also said that 
progress. was being made toward 
the payment of the capital indebted- 
ness arising from the expropriation 
of lands for agrarian purposes.

The 
reason. for the change is to avvid 
the delays caused by cross-examina- 
tion and the presentation of defense 
witnesses by the lawyers investi- 
gated, . 

The testimony in the case against 
Louis H. Solomon, counsel for the 


tion, was concluded at the beginning 
of yesterday’s session, with the con- 
tinuation of evidence in his defense 
by Solomon. Of charges against 
Solomon in five bankruptcies, Judge 
Thacher reserved decision in two of 
the cases. The other three he dis-

irregularities in the accounts.

Overassessments of $965,734 Al- 
lowed Estates of Deceased Brothers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Income 
tax overassessments exceeding $965,- 
000 were reported by the Treasury 
Department today to have been de- 
termined in favor of the estates of 
Horace E. and John F. Dodge for 
the taxable years 1917, 1918 and 1919.

Seasonal Increase in Activity Ob- 
served in Cuba, Where Sugar Con-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.— The 
weekly bulletin of the Department 
of Commerce dealing with business 
ecnditions at home and abroad 
shows that for the week ending Aug. 
10 the dollar volume of trade in the 
United States as reflected by check 
payments was larger than in either 
the preceding week or the same pe- 
riod of last year. 

Steel plant activity was lower than 
in the previous week but was still 
considerable above the level of last 
ear. The output of bituminous coal 
during the latest reported week 
showed a decline from the previous 
week, but was greater than in the 
same period of 1928. 

Crude petroleum production showed 
further expansion as compared with 
both periods, reaching a new high 
level. The >receipts of cotton in 
sight were substantially larger: than 
a year ago. 

all money rates averaged lower 
than in the preceding week but were 
higher than a year ago. The Federal 
Reserve ratio showed a gain over 
both the preceding week and the 
same period of last year. Prices for 
stocks averaged lower than in the 
preceding week but were consider- 
ably higher than at this time last 
year. Bond prices were lower than 
in either period. Business failures 
were less numerous than in the cor- 
responding period of 1928. 


Argentine Crops Above Normal. 


The reports of foreign conditions 
include only Latin America, Canada, 
Australia, Japan, China and India. 
In Argentina the advices are that 
crop conditions are about normal, 
while in Australia continued drought 
is tendine to discount earlier predic- 
tions as to the size of the Australian 
wheat crop. 

Fairly favorable conditions are re- 
ported from Brazil, Canada and Ja- 
pan. Merchandise sales in Peru were 
below normal and collections from 
retailers difficult during the first 
part of this month. 

In Cuba the monetary increase in 
business activity that has appeared 
each August in the past three years 
has again become evident. The sugar 
mills have begun making their re- 
pairs and are doing some work in the 
fields.
